Groundbreaking/ 
Groundblessing 
for Monastery 
Memorial 
Garden

Sunday marked the groundbreaking and groundbless¬ 
ing of the site of what will be a monastery memorial 
garden at Mater Dolorosa. The monastery was a part of 
Sierra Madre for almost 60 years, from 1932 until 1991, 
when it had to be tom down due to structural damage 
from the Big Bear earthquake. 

“It would have required millions for earthquake ret¬ 
rofitting to keep it standing. That just wasn’t possible,” 
says Father Patrick Brennan. 

The monastery has been gone for seven years, but it 
has not been forgotten. A memorial for the monastery 
has been a dream of Father Patrick, Mater Dolorosa’s 
Retreat Director, pretty much since it came down. On 
Sunday, that dream was officially one step closer to re¬ 
ality. 

The memorial garden is planned in three sections. The 
Garden of the Seven Sorrows will be a quiet, meditative 
area with a mosaic depicting the seven sorrows of Mary. 
There will also be a large fountain for gathering at and 
praying, and finally, the miniature amphitheater, hewn 
from the earth, seating approximately 100, with room fcMT 
more on the lawn. 

Howard Troller is the landscape architect for the 
project. Some of Troller’s work is visible at UCLA and 
Cal Poly Pomona. The contractor is Merle Thompson. 
Preliminary work is still underway, but a spokesperson 
for the Retreat Center said that she is hopeful that the 
project will be completed soon. 

Councilmember Rob Stockly was on hand for Sun¬ 
day’s ceremony, as was Bishop Gabino Zavala, who 
performed the Groundblessing. Father Patrick was, to 
say the least, happy with the event; “It was incredible. 
It was great. We had a wonderful day. It was so much 
fun,” he said. 

If Father Patrick sounds a little enthusiastic over the 
project, that’s understandable. 2S years ago, when he 
was first ordained, the first place he was assigned to was 
the monastery at Mater Dolorosa. It was the flrst place 
he lived as a priest. 

“Now, people come here and don’t even realize that 
the monastery was ever there. It’s also about the per¬ 
sonalities of the people who lived here. The memorial 
will be in their memory, too. And of course, we’ll offer 
a nice place for those who come on retreat to enjoy their 
solitude,” Father Patrick said. 

“We just didn’t want the meaning to be lost,” he add¬ 
ed. 

Some dreams do come true...even the ones that take 
seven years. Sunday was proof of that. If you don’t be¬ 
lieve it, just ask Father Patrick.

A report delivered to the 
Sierra Madre City Council 
last Monday by lames 
Foster and John Sommer 
of the Ad-Hoc Communi¬ 
ty Cable Television Com¬ 
mittee indicates what most 
residents probably already 
knew: Sierra Madreans 
have some concerns about 
the quality of the Cable 
T.V. they’re getting. 

Earlier this year, the 
City Council had autho¬ 
rized a six-month exten¬ 
sion of the existing fran¬ 
chise agreement with Ca- 
blevision of Arcadia/Sier¬ 
ra Madre Inc. (TCI). That 
extension was designed to 
allow the Council-appoint¬ 
ed Ad-Hoc Community 
Cable Television Commit¬ 
tee (James Foster, Chair, 
Tom Hammond, Karl Tei- 
gler, John Sommer, Leslee 


Hinton, and Mayor Doug 
Hayes, Council Liaison) 
time to gather information 
and formulate a recom¬ 
mendation to the City 
Council and to allow the 
City and TCI to continue 
informal negotiations for a 
new franchise agreement. 

Negotiating a Cable TV 
contract is a complicated 
job, involving federal leg¬ 
islation. The Committee’s 
findings were substantial, 
but it was still looking un¬ 
likely that negotiations 
with TCI would have been 
concluded by the deadline 
d£de of October 13, 1998; 
therefore, in addition to 
receiving the Committee’s 
report, the Council voted 
to extend the current fran¬ 
chise agreement until June 
30,1999. 

Foster reported that 


90% of Sierra Madreans 
have Cable TV, and 76% 
have Cable Plus. 62% re¬ 
ported being unsatisfied 
with the service, and 54% 
have “ongoing problems”. 
62% have called TCI with 
complaints, and 75% of 
those calls concern picture 
quality. 56% of those re¬ 
sponding to the survey rat¬ 
ed TCI’s service as ‘fair’ 
or ‘poor,’ according to 
Foster. 

Customer complaints 
are varied. One customer 
complained about the pic¬ 
ture quality of channels 2 
and 4, and was told, 
“We’re not having any 
problems.” Another was 
reportedly told that for 
fastest service, he should 
call TCI headquarters in

Old Foundation, 22 
miles, Jones Peak, 33 
miles and Mr. Wilson 
Trail, 4.1 miles. At the 
bottom of the sign it states, 
“Sponsored in honor of 
our friend Charles Corp.” 

Corp has been a great 
hiker, a past Sierra Madre 
Mayor and Water Com¬ 
missioner. 


On Sunday evening, 
September 13, 1998, at 
approximately 5:00 p.m., 
the Sierra Madre Volun¬ 
teer Fire Department took 
delivery of a 1978 Ameri¬ 
can LaFrance 100 foot 
tractor drawn aerial ladder 
truck. This apparatus was 
purchased by Fire Chief 
Edward D. Tracy for only 
$1,000 from the Hewlett 
Bay (New York) Fire De¬ 
partment, located on Long 
Island. “Pftfsenl^V there is 
iiu mtirkei on Long Island 
for used fire apparatus as 
all of the fire departments 
throughout Nassau and 
Suffolk Counties only pur¬ 
chase new engines and 
trucks,” Tracy explained. 
Through Tracy’s contacts 
within the entertainment 
industry, the apparatus 
was shipped via flatbed 
truck from Valley Stream, 
New York on Wednesday, 
September 3,1998 to Sier¬ 


ra Madre. 

The Hewlett Bay Fire 
Department is a small one 
station fire department lo¬ 
cated on the south shore of 
Long Island. During the 
nineteen years of services, 
the truck responded to ap¬ 
proximately only 20-25 
major fires. “The truck is 
in really great shape, has 
only 9,763 original engine 
miles, a powerful Detroit 
Diesel 8 Cylinder Engine, 
a modem aerial ladder de¬ 
signed in accordiuice with 
a more recent set of NFPA 
standards than the current 
ladder truck, and was com¬ 
pletely repainted two and 
one-half years ago,” Chief 
Tracy stated. 

The apparatus measures 
fifty-one feet long, is eight 
feet wide and is ten feet 
two inches high. Although 
the apparatus seems long, 
it actually has greater ma¬ 
neuverability that is made 


possible by using the steer¬ 
able rear axle, which 
makes this type of appara¬ 
tus extremely valuable on 
narrow city streets. How¬ 
ever, operating a tractor- 
drawn aerial ladder truck 
requires a great deal of 
coordinating between the 
driver and the person in the 
tiller (rear) seat. There¬ 
fore, Chief Tracy will be 
stressing a lot of training as 
an on-going practice 
which will be important 
for safe operations. 

“Some individuals, I am 
sure, will look at the aerial 
ladder truck of this size as 
overkill for a community 
the size of the City of Si¬ 
erra Madre. However, we 
did not purchase it for just 
the aerial ladder. In addi¬ 
tion to the 100 foot aerial 
ladder, there is adequate 
space for a compliment of 
over 200 feet of ground

A home by the famous 
architect-brother team of 
Charles and Henry Greene 
and Sierra Madre’s vener¬ 
able Wistaria Vine will be 
two more of the 19 histor¬ 
ic sites identified on the 
second annual Pioneer 5K 
Fun/Run/Walk. The event 
is set for Sunday, October 
18th with starting gun time 
at 8:00 a.m. 

The Greene and Greene 
home is located at 327 Si¬ 
erra Woods Dr. This is on 
a cul-de-sac just a few 


steps off the 5K path on 
Grandview Ave. but worth 
a look. Known as the 
Camp House it was built in 
1904 for Edgar W. Camp 
and his family. Camp, an 
attorney, was a member of 
the California State As¬ 
sembly in 1903. After the 
City of Sierra Madre in¬ 
corporated in 1907, he 
.served as a member of our 
first City Council. 

The house was built on 
a rise of land above Grand¬ 
view as the “epitome of a 


mountain bungalow.” The 
design blended with the 
natural setting and roof 
slopes corresponded to the 
slopes of the mountains in 
the backround. The interi¬ 
or featured magnificent 
stone fireplaces. There 
was an outside front ter¬ 
race, and in the rear is a 
huge natural stone chim¬ 
ney that seems to rise from 
the earth. Later, the 
Greenes returned to add a 
second story over the west

Three years later he 
played the quintessential 
“Hamlet”, considered the 
first great performance of 
the role in the 20th centu¬ 
ry, both in England and the 
United States. 

Then he gave up the ef¬ 
fort and retired to the wine 
and women who decorated 
his gradual decline into a 
figure of fun, aided by his 
own sarcastic self-parody. 

In “Barrymore” we 
meet him just one month 
before his death, talking 
about making a come-back 
as “Richard”, only half se¬ 
riously, since he cannot 


remember his lines and 
must be constantly 
prompted from the wings 
by a final loyal hanger-on. 
The lines deteriorate into 
reminiscence and ribald 
jokes, become entangled 
with other Shakespeare 
quotes and with vague bits 
of poetry as John Barry¬ 
more gradually drinks 
himself into his grave. 

It’s a remarkable and 
sad picture, and yet it has 
a lot of extremely funny 
bits. Barrymore never lost 
his impish sense of humor 
and, thanks to his imper¬ 
sonator’s skill, leads his 
audience by the nose from 
respect to amusement to 
hilarity, and, thanks to his 
own waggish acceptance 
of his own far-from-ster- 
ling character, not quite to 
tears.

"Cry Wolf starring Barbara Stanwyck, "One More 
Toinoirow" with Ann Sheridan and Alexis Smith, "The 
Man I Love" with Ida Lupino, and "Winter Meeting” 
with Davis. 

In the 1940s, women writers were "mere hirelings for 
the creation of'three-handkerchief pictures,"' Turney 
said in a 1984 interview. 

"At Warner Bros., women writers were not particu¬ 
larly highly thought of. We were seen as a necessary evil 
and were seldom paid as much as the men." 

Turney said Warner's female stars demanded stories 
"slanted toward women." In addition to Warner, Turney 
wrote fcM* MGM, Paramount and Universal.
